Lake  Railroad  Company  built  a  sta¬ 
tion  at  Walnut  street.  The  Company 
had  been  ruuniDg  twenty  years,  with 
the  expectation  of  building  a  station 
ut  that  iKiiut,  and  it  might  be  twenty 
years  longer  before  a  station  was  lo¬ 
cated  there. 

Testimony  was  taken  bearing  upon 
Lv«due  of  the  coal  y aid  property, 
part  of  which  would  be  taken  for  tlie 
roadway.
